It will be 
ready for distribution this month., The books chosen this year 
include some of the very best and latest historical, scientific, 
and biographical works, with a fair proportion of timely 
books on live questions of public interest, the social, economic, 
and moral reforms of the day. ‘The taxpayers have been re- 
garded in these selections, and an effort made to please our 
future rulers, in volumes that will entertain, instruct, and 
inspire them for the noblest attainment, the truth, courage, 
and conscience of a right character. Such a library as we 
now have, with additions that whole-souled, broad-minded, 
and public spirited citizens will make every year, ought to 
have a room for itself.

AUDITOR'S REPORT. 


We, the undersigned, auditors, certify that the foregoing 
reports of the several town officers are, in our belief, correct, 
and in accordance with vouchers presented. 

Pn some directions we find an improvement in manner of 
keeping the accounts. ‘The enactment of new laws generally 
imposes changes, and, like new machinery, needs to be run 
a while before its working is perfected. The financial work- 
ing of our school laws needs and demands an improvement. 
For the coming year we do not think it necessary to raise by 
taxation more than the law imposes for the state and county 
taxes, and $100 for the library, and $1,100 for schools. 

This year it is absolutely necessary to make an outlay for 
repairs of bridges, and unless bids be desired for claims for 
damages on account of defective highways, some system must 
be devised to give us better roads, and an awakened public 
spirit to demand and to work for its accomplishment.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Agreeably to the requirements of law the school board 
submits the following report : 

some of the schools the past year have not quite equalled 
our expectations, but taken as a whole they have been very 
successful, some of them far excelling in proficiency our aptic- 
ipations. To select suitable teachers, and render them the 
needed assistance, requires a combination of rare qualities. 
Nor is any office in the gift of a town of greater importance 
than that which has relation to the superintendence of schools. 
But, in order to keep the schools*in a prosperous activity the 
parents must co-operate with the teachers ;) they must feel and 
manifest that they feel an active interest during the term. It 
is in their power greatly to aid or entirely to counteract the 
labors of the best teachers. We cannot at once estimate the 
importance of having the educators of our children thorough- 
ly qualified for their work. ‘They are working on the most 
precious material. They are giving form and character to 
what is almost as dear to their patrons as are their own lives. 
Such a work is worthy of being done in the best possible 
manner. That the female character is, by nature, better 
adapted to guiding and unfolding the mind of the young is not 
to be questioned. They are now, more than formerly, in- 
trusted with the management of youth of more maturity in 
our academies and normal schools, and this in most cases with 
good success. The young mind needs to be cared for and ed- 
ucated by those who understand its motives, its powers, its 
peculiarities. Hence, it has been our purpose to retain those 
teachers who have proved themselves efficient and willing 
workers. 
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Much might be said on the manner of governing schools. 
While some govern too much, others govern too little. When 
scholars see that the teacher is devoting her attention mainly 
to governing them they will be tempted to furnish her with 
employment. If, on the contrary, they obtain evidence that 
she has no determination to preserve order, they will take 
advantage of her good nature. But they who govern by a 
motion of the finger, a glance of the eye, or some silent re- 
proof are the most successful. 

Owing to the fact that no money was raised by the town, 
above what is required by law, there has been but twenty- 
eight weeks of schooling, and on account of sickness from the 
prevailing epidemic, the school in No. 3 was shortened three 
weeks, and it sadly interfered with the interest and progress 
of several others. Since there have been a few unsatisfactory 
schools, we hope that, profiting by them, teachers, scholars, 
parents and all, in any way connected or interested in this 
important work, will put forth greater efforts and work. more 
unitedly towards the upbuilding of our public schools. 

The select school of nine weeks, under the instruction of 
Miss Flora L. Merrifield, proved as in the past a thorough 
and profitable term of school. 

The appropriation of $200 has been expended by shin- 
gling the school buildings in districts Nos. 4, 5,6 and 12, and 
minor repairs on nearly all the others, and much more needs 
to be done to put them in proper shape.
